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San Francisco’s Presidio Stockade-- 
27 GI’S FACE DEATH PENALTY

SAN FRANCISCO, Calif. (LNS) — Twenty -se ven 
GIs at San Francisco’s Presidio Army Base stockade 
face the death penalty for staging a non-violent 
sitdown to protest the Oct. 11 murder o£ a fellow 
prisoner • 

The victim, Richard Bunch, 19. v'as mentally 
ill. He had gone AWOL, returned to his home in 
Ohio, and told his mother he had died end been 
reborn as a warlock, able to kill enemy soldiers 
at a glance. 

His mother turned him in when she received 
assurances that her son would be given psychi- 
atric care. 

Instead, he was sent to the Presidio and 
confined there with 140 other prisoners in a 
stockade built to hold one-fourU: that many* 

Before his murder. Bunch had written several 
suicide notes. He often woke up screaming in 
the night and carried on long conver sations with 
himself. He received no psychiatric help. 

On the day of his death, he scrawled a rough 
note: "Very well, since they want m.a I'll do it^ 
Well, if you’re not going to give me love at 
least do me the favor of complete elimination. 

But one click and it’s over." 

The Murder 

That day Bunch was working on a shotgun 
detail (four prisoners and a shotgun- toting 
guard). He asked the guard, "What will you do 
if I run?" The guard replied that Bunch would 
have to run to find out. 

Bunch ran. The shotgun blast tore off the 
back of his head. The range was so close that 
pellets entering his back came out the front of 
his chest. 

The other prisoners on the detail witnessed 
the murder. They were outraged. That night 
there was a minor riot in the stockade during 
which windows were broken. 

The following day, Saturday ^ October 12, 
during the GI peace march, four AWOL GIs turned 
themselves in. That weekend the stockade buzzed 
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with discussion of Bunen’s murder, of the four 
returnees, sp.d of the nine other GIs at the base 
who previously had refused co go to Vietnam. 

Conditions in the stockade are vile--l40 
men serviced by tour toiletS 5 one sink and one 
shower. Guards are untrained and uncensored. 

Some are 3 adicts--bentlngs are frequent. In 
the oasi TonL>s. five prisoners have attempted 
suit ide . 

O’Hsra, tht k^lier guard, has disappeared, 
presuniobiy in accordance with the Army policy 
of giving such men immediate favorable trans- 
fers to the bases of their choice. No charges 
were brought again?t him. The prisoners agreed 
that something had to be done. 

The Sit-DovT?- 

On Monday morning, when the men were assign- 
ed to their work details, 2B of them (one has 
since recanted and given evidence against the 
others) walked over lo one side, sac down and 
began to sing We Shall Overcome and America The 
Beautiful. Tney all signed a petition seeking 
an investigation of the murder and the terrible 
treatment of the prisoners. 

Guards ohouted, the non-striking prisoners 
buzzed, and Cartain Lament ran out to order the 
protesters back to work- He grabbed a micro- 
phone and then stood In front of the loud speak- 
er, so that the men got a double dose of Sec. 

94 of the Code of Military Justice, the Mutiny 
Act, which forbids disobedience ’’in concert" 
to an order. But the noise being made by the 
guards, prisoners., singers and tv/o two voices of 
Captain Lament made the orders impossible to 
hear -

Finally the guards led or carried the pro- 
testers away, one by one. Into solitary. There 
was no violence. 

The Charge 

The actual charge of mutiny was not placed 
until ten days Later, apparently after the brass 
had consulted with Washington and the Pentagon. 
The charge carries a possible death penalty. If 
convicted the men might expect a "lenient" sen- 
tence of perhaps 20 years at hard labor. 

These protesters are typical soldiers — they 
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are against the war and hate the military. Dis- 
cipline among enlisted men has broken down and 
morale is dropping daily. More than 807o of the 
prisoners are in the stockade for going AWOL; 
for most, it is not the first or even the second 
offense. One soldier is in for slugging a ser- 
geant and a lieutenant, another for disobeying 
orders to Vietnam. All the men are white. Most 
are high school dropouts; none are college 
graduates. A little over half were draftees 
while most of the others enlisted to avoid the 
draft. Most had their first encounters with anti- 
establishment, anti-military attitudes in the 
Haight-Ashbury , frequently a sanctuary for mili- 
tary fugitives. The average age in the stockade 
is 18^. 


Only ministers, lawyers and families may 
visit the prisoners. Two cf the GI's who par- 
ticipated in the sitdown are ^te'^-'e Rowlano and 
Keith Mather. Other names are not available.

ROUND-UP ON ELECTION ACTION^ 
ONE FOOT IN THE STREETS

(Editors, this is the conclusion of the election 
action round-up featured in 1M3 #116, Nov.7,A-D.) 

SAN FRANCISCO (TiJS) — A demonctra tion involving 
1000 people took place in the financial distiLct 
here on election night. Twenty-five people were 
busted at Humphrey Campaign Headquarters. 

Other planned election activities failed to 
materialize. Two other imonstrations didn't take 
place, as many of the Bay A.rea's students were pre- 
occupied with campus political actions such as the 
strike at S.F. State College. 

LOS ANGELES (LNS) -- Five hundred students, out on 
stike, held an election-fraud rally at Los Angeles 
City College. Another 500 students held a rally 
at San Fernando Valley Junior College snd then 
marched on the school ‘s administration building. 


Los Angeles high school students were espec- 
ially active^ 600 of thcTi staged a demonstration 
in the city's central business section, taking 
to the streets and marching past the famous L.A. 
police headquarters. Another 500 high schoolers 
held a rally at Fairfax High School: and a thou- 
sand more gathered at Hancock park. 

At Claremont College in '^omcna, fche first 
st'-ong s iaie r. demonstrati Dn was held. One hun- 
dred t'lack and ^-hite students held a rally inside 
the student union and then took to the streets. 
Piecing up another 100 people along the way, the 
students marched to a rally at city hall. 

At San Fernanco Valley State College, 70 
black students seized the 5th floor of the school's 
administration building on Nov. 4, One of their 
demands was the dismissal of a '’racist" coach who 
had roughed up a black athlete. When word of the 
act-ion got back to 1,500 white students attending

an anti-election rally on campus, 400 students 
marched to the building and joined tie blacks, . 
seizing the 2nd floor* A_fter the school's presi- 
dent reached an agreement with them, the students 
left the building. A.s they were leaving, the 
first of eleven divisions of Los Angeles police 
invaded the building. 

The next day, the College renounced the 
agreement and announced that participating stu- 
dent leaders had the option of surrendiiig them- 
selves to the police or having v/arrants issued 
for their arrest- 

The students gave themselves up. Black 
students are charged with kidnapping 100 secre- 
taries who were in the building when the stu- 
dents seized it; white students are charged 
with trespassing. They were released on bails

totalling $30,000.

FATIGUE PRESS EDITOR UP AGAINST THE WALL

FT. HOOD, Texas (LNS) -- PFC Bruce L. Peter- 
sen, founder and editor of the ^'Fatigue Press*', 

Ft. Hood's underground paper, was found guilty 
today by a general court-martial of two counts 
of possession of marijuana, sentenced to 

eight years at hard labor and given a dishonorable 
discharge • 

The two "counts" were: editing the "Fatigue 
Press" — which tells it like it is at Ft. Hood — 
and being politically active with the Oleo Strut 
coffeehouse in nearby Killeen. The conviction 
was a phoney from start to finish. 

Bruce, whose anonymous letter from the Ft. 
Hood Stockade was printed in LNS and published 
throughout the country, repo?"ted to Ft. Hood early 
this spring, after serving nine months in Leaven- 
worth on a marijuana possession conviction from 
Ft. Knox, Kentucky. When he started working po- 
litically on the base, he was aware that his past 
record might be used against him in lieu of any 
political charges, and he tried to stay as clean 
as possible. As it was, it took the Army four 
attempts to finally plant the grass on him. 

The *'Fatigue Press" began in early July as 
a counter to the lifer propaganda distributed in 
the official base newspapers. Previously, Bruce 
had been one of the first Ft- Hood GIs to work 
actively with the staff of the Oleo Strut, the 
Summer of Support coffeehouse in Killeen. In 
early August, he found packets of marijuana in 
both his wall locker on base and in his car. On 
both occasions, he disposed of the evidence before 
the CID — the Army's secret police--could" f ind" 
it on him. 

On Aug. 23, he was arrested by the Killeen 
police along with two other Ft. Hood GIs and 
their girls on a marijuana possession charge. 

They were all released the following day on $2,500 
bail, and charges were eventually dropped against 
all but Bruce. 

On September 7, Bruce was standing in front 
of the Oleo Strut, talking with friends, when a 
Killeen Kop came up and asked him about a "yellow 
and black car," which he had no knowledge of. Upon 
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getting a negative reply, the cop returned to his 
wagon, made a call, then motioned Bruce into the 
car and drove off with him. Friends discovered 
later that Bruce had been taken to the Killeen 
police station, charged with "suspicion of pos- 
session of marijuana." Placed on $25,000 bail, 
the lint was taken from his pockets and "sent 
away for analysis." 

He was taken to Bell County Jail the next 
day, where he remained until September 10, when 
civil charges were dropped and he was placed in 
custody of the military authorities. The Army 
immediately renewed the charges against him and 
placed him in pre-trial confinement at the Ft. 
Hood Stockade, where he stayed for 57 days be- 
fore going to trial. 

The court-martial lasted for two days. At 
the outset, his lawyer, Steve Gorman of Los 
Angeles, presented motions to have the case 
thrown out on the grounds that the arrests had 
been made by civilian police and were therefore 
subject to civilian arrest procedures, that the 
search and seizure in both arrests had been il- 
legal, and that the case had not been taken before 
a civil court due to the De Minibus precedent 
(which says, roughly, that one must have enough 
dope on them when arrested to get high on). The 
motions were denied by the law officer, Col. 

Barry, who was also the law officer in the gen- 
eral courts martial of the Ft. Hood 43. 

The prosecution's "expert witness" testi- 
fied that the substance he had analyzed was, in- 
deed, marijuana. This was the only evidence 
the prosecution could present in court, since 
the marijuana Bruce was accused of possessing 
was in such small quantity that it had been de- 
stroyed during the process of analyzing it. 

When Gorman attempted to get a continuance 
in order to bring other experts who could prove 
that it is impossible to identify marijuana by 
microscopic analysis, he was again overruled 
by Col. Barry. 

The trial closed on November 5. After de- 
liberating in closed session for 45 minutes, 
the court-martial board pronounced the verdict: 
"Guilty as Charged.." Another 20 minutes in 
closed session produced the sentence: confinement 
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at hard labor for eight years and a dishonorabLe on their congressmen to get this investigation, 
discharge from the Army.

WASHINGTON, D.C. (LNS) -- Just check the in- 
dex, the whole gang’s there — Jerry Rubin and Karl 
Marx, Tom Hayden and Paul Krassner, Che Guevara 
and Carl Oglesby, Bob Dylan and Yevgeny Yevtu- 
sheno. 

It's a new book called ’"The New Left." The 
subtitle says: "Memorandum prepared for the Sub- 
committee to investigate the Administration of 
the International Security Act and Other Internal 
Security Laws of the Committee on the Judiciary, 
United States Senate, Ninetieth Congress, Second 
Session." 

It costs a dollar at the U.S. Government 
Printing office (Washington, 20402), but you can 
ask your congressmen to get you one for free. 

In it, you can read some things you already 

know ; 

"The New Left is motivated by a desire for 
something better, and it has come to feel that 
something better cannot evolve, but must come 
about as a result of a shattering revolution." 

There are also some seriously incorrect or 
outdated political judgments: 

"The Communist Party has been vitally con- 
cerned with the growth of the New Left and has 
made every effort to increase its own influence 
within that movement." 

There are some funny mistaken identifica- 
tions : 

Jack Smith, managing editor of the Guardian 
is described as a "Berkeley activist" and Jerry 
Rubin is said to be a member "of the Progressive 
Labor Party." 

And there are some statements which can be 
characterized as outrageous lies, at least for 
the time being: 

"A large part of the New Left’s organi- 
zational activity is devoted to planning for... 
socially useful violence." 

The 246-page report, prepared under the su- 
pervision of subcommittee Chairman Thomas J. 

Dodd, is a surprisingly complete account of New 
Left activities, with references to most major 

personalities and actions. Entire chapters are 
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devoted to the Chicago New Politics Conference, 
Columbia, the more recent Chicago events, and the 
relationship of SDS to the "civil rights" move- 
ment. 

There is the usual (Joseph) McCarthyite 
tendency to sully the New Left by associating it 
with the Communist Party, but the authors admit 
that the CP doesn't control the New Left. Never- 
theless, Gus Hall has six entries in the index, 
more than any other individual except Stokely 
Carmichael (13), President Johnson (10) and Mar- 
tin Luther King (9). 

There is also a serious message which is 
summed up in Senator Dodd's introduction: 

"There is no reason to write off the scores 
of thousands of innocent and idealistic young 
people whom the leaders of the New Left now have 
in tow. There is, on the contrary, every reason 
to hope that an understanding and sympathetic ap- 
proach will assist these thousands of earnest 
young people who today consider themselves part 
of the New Left to overcome their hostility to 
society and to devote their talents to the task of 
building and perfecting rather than to the sense- 
less task of tearing down and destroying." 

Dodd and the drafters of the report call 
upon the leaders of America to reach out to compete 
with the New Left "leaders" for the hearts and 
minds of the nation's youth: 

"Our society can contribute to the process 
of disillusionment by differentiating between 
the leaders and the rank and file and by showing 
itself willing at all times to give sympathetic 
consideration to the legitimate grievances of 
our young people." 

Over half of this document is an appendix 
containing more than forty articles on the New 
Left, from such diverse publications as the Na- 
tional Guardian (now the Guardian), Political 
Affairs (the CP theoretic journal) and Human 
Events (associated with the John Birch Society.) 

In introducing the appendix, the editors of 
the Senate report included the following foot- 
note : 

"Some obscene words used by New Left acti- 
vists have been omitted from these articles. Al- 
though it might be argued that to quote such 


language would help to depict the nature of these 
militants, the most offensive words were de- 
leted because they were found to be objectionable 
under congressional standards."

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BROTHERS FOIL FEDS IN BEDFORD 

BEDFORD-STUYVESANT, N.Y. (LNS) — One hun- 
dred federal agents are scouring this Black 
sub-community of New York City in the hopes of 
finding a draft resister who got away. 

On Nov. 6, four feds went to the home of 
Roger Abdul Latees, born Reggie Oliver, to ar- 
rest him for failure to report for induction. 

After a struggle with Latees and two women, who 
pounded the feds with brooms and hammers, the 
feds finally managed to get their prisoner in 
handcuffs . 

As they started down the stairs, one of the 
women told an onlooker to "go get the brothers." 
When the feds got to the street, they found them- 
selves surrounded. According to the feds, the 
brothers had some weapons. They didn't need them 
even if they had them. 

The action was swift. One fed ran for the 
cops. The other three were supposedly knocked 
down by the brothers and brother Roger Abdul got 
away. Three people were arrested immediately af- 
ter the incident. They are being held on $5000 
bail each. Six more people were arrested Thurs- 
day for aiding Abdul's escape. He is still free.

I heard Stokely Carmichael in 1966 call for 
*'20 million arrogant black men" as America's 
salvation, and there are a lot of arrogant 
black motherfuckers in the streets today — for 
the first time in America — and for the first 
time in America there are a generation of vi- 
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sionary maniac white mother country dope fiend 
rock and roll fr eeks who are ready to get down 
and kick out the jams--ALL THE JAMS--break 
everything loose and free everybody from their 
very real and imaginary prisons — even the chumps 
and punks and hunkies who are always fucking 
with us. 

We demand total freedom for everybody! And 
we will not be stopeed until we get it. We 
are bad. We will not be fucked with. Like 
Hassan I sabbah The Old Man of the Mountain, 
we initiate no hostile moves, but when moved 
against we will mobilize our forces for a 
total assault. We have been moved against 
every day of our lives in this v/eirdo country, 
and now we are moving to overturn this mother- 
fucker, to scrape the shit off it and turn 
it back over to all the people. All power to 
the people! Black power to black people! As 
Brother Eldridge Cleaver says, the shit is 
going down and there's only two kinds of people 
on the planet: those who make up the problem , 

and those who make up the solution . 

WE ARE THE SOLUTION. Everything is free 
for everybody. Money sucks. Leaders suck. 
Underwear sucks. School sucks. The white 
honkie culture that has been handed us on a 
silver plastic platter is meaningless to us! 

We don't want it! Fuck God- in the ass. Fuck 
everyone you can get your hands on. 

Our program of rock and roll, dope, and 
fucking in the streets is a program of total 
freedom for everyone. And we are totally com- 
mitted to carrying out our program. We breathe 
revolution. We are LSD-driven, total maniacs 
in the universe. We will do anything we can 
to drive people crazy out of their heads and 
into their bodies. 

Rock and roll music is the spearhead of 
our attack because it's so effective and so 
much fun. We have developed organic high- 
energy guerrilla bands who are infiltrating 
the popular culture and destroying millions 
of minds in the process. 

The MC5 is the most beautiful example. 

The MC5 is totally committed to the revolution. 
With our music and our economic genius we 
plunder the unsuspecting straight world for 
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money and the means to carry out our program, 
and revolutionize its children at the same time. 

With our entrance into the straight media 
we have demonstrated to the honkies that any- 
thing they do to fuck with us will be exposed to 
their children. You don*t need to get rid of all 
the honkies, you just rob them of their replace- 
ments and let the breed atrophy and die out, with 
its heirs cheering triumphantly all around. We 
don't have guns yet--not all of us anyway--be- 
cause we have more powerful weapons; direct 
access to millions of teenagers is one of our 
most potent, and their belief in us is another. 

But we will use guns if we have to--we will 
do anything--if we have to.... We have no illu- 
sions. Knowing the power of symbols in the 
abstract world of Americans we have taken the 
White Panther as our mark to symbolize our 
strength and arrogance and to demonstrate our 
committment to the program of the Black Panthers 
Party as well as to our own — indeed, the two 
programs are the same. 

The actions of the Black Panthers in Ameri- 
ca have inspired us and given us strength, as 
has the music of black America, and we are mov- 
ing to reflect that strength in our daily ac- 
tivity just as our music contains and extends 
the power and feeling of the black magic music 
that originally informed our bodies and told us 
that we could be free. 

We might mention Brother James Brown and 
Brother Jimi Hendrix in this connection, as well 
as John Coltrane and Archie Shepp. Sun-Ra. 

LeRoi Jones. Malcolm X. Huey P. Newton, Bobby 
Seale, Eldridge Cleaver, these are magic names 
to us. These are men in America. And we're as 
crazy as they are, and as pure.

PLATFORM OF THE WHITE PANTHERS 

1) Full support and endorsement of the Black 
Panther Party's Ten-point Program. 

2) The end of money — We demand free exchange 
of energy and materials. 

3) Total Assault on the Culture by any means 
necessary, including Rock&Roll ,Dope , and Fucking 
in the Streets. 

4) Free all prisoners everywhere. 
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5) Free the media for the people — we must 
have access to our technology when we want 
it. 

6) Free Food, Clothes, Housing, Dope, Music, 
Bodies, Medical Care, everything Free. 

7) Free all soldiers at once — No more armies. 

8) Free all schools from Corporate Rule — 
Turn the buildings over to the students. 

9) Free Time & Space for all people— Dis- 
solve all Unnatural Boundaires. 

10) Free the people from their "Leaders" — 
leaders suck. 

This is the first formal statement of 
the White Panther Party, issued by Brother 
John Sinclair, Minister of Information of the 
White Panther Party.

A "MODEL BUST" AT CITY COLLEGE

NEW YORK (LNS) — Tactical Patrol Force 
police moved in on Finley Student Center at 
New York's City College during the witching 
hours Thursday morning, Nov. 7 to arrest an 
AWOL soldier and 135 students who had success- 
fully resisted the GI's arrest for a week. 

Three days before, federal marshalls, at- 
tempting to bust the 19-year-old GI, Pvt. Wil- 
liam Brakefield, were blocked by a human wall 
of 400 students when they tried to escort their 
handcuffed prisoner from the main ballroom of 
the student center. 

The protest "sanctuary" was an outgrowth 
of an anti-war election vigil led by the City 
College commune, SDS, and the NY Resistance# 

A one-day permit had been granted for use of 
the ballroom. When Private Brakefield was 
given sanctuary, the students informed the ad- 
ministration that they would not leave after 
expiration of the permit. The vigil was con- 
tinued over the weekend and there was some, at- 
tempt to erect barricades. These were taken 
down at Brakefield' s request. 

; more 
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The scene in the student center was one of 
week-long dissention, paranoia, ar.d hysterical 
false alarm. The protest attracted a number of 
freaks whose behavior was a turn-off to students 
committed to the issues. Minor damage was done 
to property, sometimes without apparent reason. 
Whether demonstrators or others were responsible 
is not entirely clear. 

The police behaved peerlessly be'cre tre me- 
dia cameras. Indeed^ there :'.s some vidence that 
this was planned as a ’’model bust." 

Nevertheless, 133 persons weie arraigned 
on charges of ’’'illegal trespass" after President 
Gallegher of City College signed the complaint, 
without notifying the director of Finley Center-- 
the police action came as a complete surprise to 
him. Dr. Gallegher also neglected to consult 
the faculty Senate which last year passed a 
resolution asking that the President consult the 
faculty before bri'iging police onto the campus.

Tricontinertal, which “irst published the 
interview, writes: "The interview took place 
in j.he cocktail Icut ge of or.e of Condado’s 
modern hotels on the outskirts of San Juan, 
Puerto Rico® The fact that this bar is pa- 
tronized by the bourgeoisie and U.S. agents made 
it an ideal spot in ■which to meet secretly and 
carry out this re^'^olutionary task." (Tricon- 
tinental is the theoretical organ of OSPAAAL — 
the Organization of Solidarity of the Peoples 
of Asia, Africa and la:in Ame-^ica.) 

SAN JblVN, Puerto Rico (LN3) -- The Liber- 
ation Armed Conriiandos have beeri in the process 
of formation during the past few years, but 
we started operations in September 1967 by si- 
multaneously burning oown Bargain To^vn, Caro- 
lina and three other stores owned by Yankees 
in the Santa Rosa, Bay amen, shopping center. 

WHAT ARE YOUR OBJECTIVES I.N R^iSORTING TO THIS 
TYPE OF STRUGGLE? 

Our actions are aimed at undermining the 
colonial stability and peace of the imperialist 
invaders 5 we are in the first stage of opera- 
tions, and in this phase we intend to cause 100 
million dollars' worth of damages to US con- 
cerns. Our idea is to inflict such heavy losses 
on these enterprises that the insurance com- 
panies will have to pay out more money in in- 
demnity than they have received in payments, 
thus upsetting the econom 3 ^. 

HAVE YOU ACHIEVED ANY PRACTICAL RESULTS? 

Let me explain. Wh.en the losses amounted 
to 14 million dollars, the first crisis of 
the insurance companies was precipitated; they 
started to cancel policies taken out on fire 
losses b> US enterprises. Furthermore, the 
attit'ude of the insurance companies forced 
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the colonial legislature to enact a special law 
whereby the Government of Puerto Rico sabsidizes l 
insurance companies. It was necessary to set up 
a special fund for policies on liabilities that 
are financially burdensome to the companies. By 
escalating this action, as we propose to dc^ 
the time will come when the Government will be 
unable to continue to subsidize there comoaoies. 

So far, it has only tried to patch up the situ- 
ation. 

WHAT IS THE BASIS OF YOUR ACTIONS AGAINST U^. 
INTERESTS? 

In our actions we have kept in mind the ex- 
periences of the revcluiionary struggles in 
other countr ie s --f or instance, the Algerian ex- 
perience — regarding this stage of urban struggle; 
but we apply this experience to the Puerto 
Rican reality, which has its own s c.e : ial * - thougi 
not exceptional--characteristic 2 we =:ppiy in 
Puerto Rico v/hatever we can from the struggles 
all over the v/orld. 

YOU REFER TO THE '^SPECIAL CPARACTERJSTTCS'* OF 
PUERTO RICO. WHAT DO YOU MZAi'J BY THAT? 

Puerto Rico is a U»S« military and economic, 
bulwark in the Caribbean'^ in this appraisal we 
coincide with other Puerto Rican fighters for 
independence; it*s just that they wage their 
struggle on the political plane, wr'ile we are 
waging an armed struggle. 1 will elaborate on 
this. The situation of our country implies a 
series of limitations, but also certain possi- 
bilities that revolutionaries in other countries 
do not have. Less effort is required to strike 
at the Imperialist enemy in Puerto Rico than 
anywhere else. 

But there ^s something else*. Our straggle 
for independence will be carried out, by many or- 
ganizations--that is, it will manifest itself 
through various fronts and many different organ- 
izations. 

THEN THE LIBERATION ARHED CONNANDOS CONSTITUTE 
THE ARMED BRANCH? 

We are not the armed branch of any particu- 
lar organization; we are armed branch of the 

struggle for the independence of Puerto Rico, 
although that doesn't mean t.PaL rlierc is any 
formal agreement between us and ch u various in- 
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dependence organ izatf or :s , In the Commandos, we 
have some people don’t belong to any organ- 

ization other ".ran ours. 

WHAT METHOD DO YOU USE FOR GETTING IN ICUCH 
WITH THE PEOPLE .AND SFRE^.DING ARMED STRUGGLE? 

We begin by VinKirg our actions with the 
specific uroblems of the working class and the 
people ir general, rf.‘''ected by che presence of 
imperic iism he ':;^ Tor instance, v;hcn trie tele- 
nhone worker* s stril.e broke cut lasv Apr il we 
got ready to sabotage the telephone company., 
which is a b::anch of to'* ITGT monopoly,, in 
solidarity with the worJ^ers co strike. Our ac- 
tions against, the tolepnone tomnany prompted its 
running full-page ads in the local newspapers 
offering a sub? ■ ant la’t reward fer ang^ informa- 
tion leading to ot.:^ arrent^ In out first bul- 
letin v/e shewed'- be peoole how tc take an active 
part in the war against the telephone company. 
WAT WERE CAL S FiJND;\MTNTri.,.. 'TASKS DURING ITS 
FIRST YEAR OF STRUGGLE? 

Firsts to organize, disripline, and train 
the members of our organl zar icnc Vie have worked 
not only In che formation of cadres, the. or- 
ganization cf ceils, and the training of Com- 
mandos but also in getting me necessary re- 
sources to carry on cur revoiue ionary struggle. 

We took up, organ zed c, and discipfintd a spon- 
taneous armed struggle that has been going on 
in Puerto Rico for the past iG years. Naturally 
this year we began to pur into practice our plans 
for armed struggle, consisiing of sabotaging the 
imperialist enterprises that have gradually 
taken over the economic Jife of our country. 

HAVE YOU ANY PROGRAM EXPRESSING YOUR IDEOLOGY 
AND ASPIRATIONS? 

Within the next few days we will issue a 
manifesto setting forth our pregran.^ we have 
been publishing a bulletin since last Septem- 
ber. This is in addition to the communiques 
we have issued cn our actions* In our bulletin 
we give instructions tc ^he people on how to 
sabotage the imperialist enterprises and take 
part in the struggle to kick che Yankees out. 

As a part of our armed straggle.^ we have 
carx_ed out • -and v^iil vOndniia to carry out-- 
operations again?: tMi Condado cone, the lair

The Government offers 
big rewards and 2^-no’jr-a-day police protection 
to all those who will testify as witnesses a- 
gainst these ecapegoars* They also want to nit 
the MPI because it is the organization that gf-*ts 
the most people out in the streets in the strug- 
gle for the independence of Fuerio Ri.cj and es- 
pecially because the MFl has refused to i. on - 
demn the actions of.

Not only that., but the General Secretary 
of the MPI., Juan Mari -Bras, s'ar.ed that "To

iiAVE YOU BEEN ABLE TO ASCERTAIN THE EFFECTS OF 
YOUR ACTIONS ON INVESTORS? 

We know that our actions are beginning to 
be fe;t. as we nave seen their effects in 
various sectors that support big investment- 
TTme igazinc*. US News & World Report, and 
The Wall Street Journal have expressed their 
concern. In addition to this, we know that the 
head of the Puerto Rico Industrial Development 
Office in the United States,, Danilo Ondina, re- 
signed his post after failing to attract a 
number of companies that had already made ten- 
tative contacts wich the Government to set up 
business in Puerto Rico. 

THE DIVERGENCES IN THE SOCIALIST CAMP HAVE HAD 
A NEGATIVE EFFECT ON THE REVOLUTIONARY FORCES OF 
THE WORLD. WAS THERE ANY SUCH EFFECT IN PUERTO 
RICO? 

These divergences have not affected us, 
because we are quite clear on the specific ob- 
jectives of our struggle here* Such futile dis- 
cussion is limited to debating circles in our 
country.

SAN FRANCISCO (LNS) •- Striking black, white, 
Chicano and Oriental students have forced the 
closing of San Francisco State .oi lege here^ 

The strike, instigated by trie suspension 
of George Murray, an English instructor and 
Black Panther Party official, has gataered up 
2,000 sympathizers and 600 active students. 

Small fires, minor explosions and raids 
on college department offices have been reported- 
Four students have been arrested.^ 

The issues concern Murray's suspension and a 
list of demands produced lat? last month by the 
Black Student Union (BSU), . 'sting, among other 
things, that all black or Tm^d World students be 
accepted automatically beginning with the fail 
semester, 1969. 

Chicano and Oriental students iiave maintained 
a close tactical alliance with the BSU* The white 
students, mostly from SDS and tne Progressive 
Labor Party, are organizing striking students in 
support of the black students. 

After a militant sit-in at the school last 
spring, the administration agreed t.o admit 428 
black and Third World students this fall. The 
BSU charged that this quota has not been achieved 
and that funds for the black student program have 
been cut. 

The group also demanded the establishment of 
a bachelor’s degree in black studies* They have 
charged the director of financial aid with rat Lai 
discrimination and insist that she be replaced by 
a black or minority group director. 

Of the groups participating in the strike, 
the BSU's tactics have been the most sensational 
and in some cases a little too strong-armed for 
much of the student body, according to a striking 
SDS member. 

He told LNS that the black students move 
into classrooms and force students and Leachetrs 
to leave. There have been a tew s.,u£fles between 

blacks and students protesting tne order to strike-

"We have been trying to build a mass-based 
student movement here,' the SDS student said- 
'The kids don't understand that the bla'.:k stu- 
dents havt no alternative but force*" 

The white students began their action by 
picketing in support of BSU demands. Later, they 
too began to move into classrooms, asking stu- 
dents and faculty to leave- 

It is expected that the black and white 
groups will have to work mere closely as the 
strike progresses- One of the first concrete 
signs of a -closer alliance was a joint rally 
Nov. 8. 

While the list of BSU demands is the kind 
that no administration would grant, the issue 
of Murray's suspension is one that the admini- 
stration can and must deaJ with. 

If he IS not reinstated soon, a group of 
faculty members have promised to strike* 

The incident provoking Murray's suspension 
was a speech he gave in the schooJ cafeteria 
a few weeks ago- In the lourse of ihe spee^-h 
ho said that black students nughr hav^e lo take 
up guns to protect themselves from ra:ist ad- 
ministrators . 

The lo^ai estaniishmont press misquoted 
Murray as saying that black students should 
bring guns to campus November 6* President 
Robert Smith had resisted p»“essure from than' 
ce ri or Gien Dumke to fire the Panther -[ eacher 
for some time, but this was the last straw# 

Strikers see the firing as an obvious po- 
litical act, since Damke is presently being con- 
sidered for Secretary of Health, Education 
and Welfare under the Nixon administration. 

The strike is growing, slowly but 
steadily* There have been few busts so far, 
but more busts and suspensions are expected, 
as militancy increases.
